CHONG SAM WIST CO TO CHINA. 


The President Beclines to Comply with th 
Request of the British Minister. 


The case of Chong Sam, a Chinaman who 
entered the United States from Canada ani 
who was ordered deported to China, has 
been finally disposed of. Sir Julian Paun- 
cefote, the British Minister, interested him- 
self in the case on the ground that the man 
had a domiciliary residence in Canada and 
should therefore be allowed to return 
to Canada, and in order to ac- 
complish that puspose he urged that the 
President grant a pardon to the Chinaman. 
The President wrote to the Secretary of 
State under date of Sept. 29 as follows : 

**T have had under consideration the case 
of Chong Sam, a Chinese subject who crossed 
from the Dominion of Canada to the United 
States, and was arrested at Port Huron for 
a violation of our Exclusion act, and in 
whose behalf Sir Julian Pauncefote, her 
Majesty's Minister to this capital, has made 
some representations and the request that 
this man should be returned to Canada.

Charles Stewart Parnell was born in 
Isas, at Avondale, County Wicklow, his 
uncestors being ar old English fumily that 
nad originally settled in Cheshire, but re- 
moved to Ireland. Parnell’s great-grand- 
father, Sir Jobn Parnell, held for many 
yeare the office of Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer in the Irish Parliament. His prin- 
ciples were so patriotic that he resigned 
rather than vote for the Act of Union. A 
son of the latter was afterwards created 
Lord Congleton as a reward for many years’ 
service to his country in the English House 
of Commons. The deceased received his 
primary education in various private schools 
in England, and afterwards went to Mag- 
dalen College, Cambridge. Histirst attempt 
to enter Parliament resulted in his defeat by 
Col. Taylor, in the County of Dublin, in
